The New Orleans Convention 

Hospital people from all over 
the continent are arranging to 
attend the New Orleans conven- 
tion of the American Hospital 
Association.

The convention of the Amer- 
ican Protestant Hospital Asso- 
ciation will begin its meetings 
at the Roosevelt Hotel on Fri-

The commercial and educa- 
tional exhibits will be as large 
as in previous years. The re- 
quests for exhibit space at New 
Orleans have outnumbered those 
received during the same period 
last year. The Exhibitors’ 
Association is making an extra 
effort to display the best equip- 
ment and supply lines available 
for hospitals. 


The Caribbean tour is attrac- 
ting plenty of attention. It is 
an all-expense tour conducted 
by the United Fruit Company 
on one of its palatial steamers. 
It contemplates two stops in 
Havana, two and one-half days 
on the Panama Canal, and a stop 
at the banana plantations at 
Puerto Barrios, Guatemala. The 
total expense from New Orleans 
and return will be $230 and will 
take sixteen days to complete. 
Arrangements will probabiy be 
made that will enable delegates 
to leave the tour at Havana if 
they so desire and sail direct to 
New York on the New York- 
Havana line of Fruit Steamers. 


The programs—the best that 
have ever been submitted—will 
provide for round table sessions 
each morning of the convention 
which will be real institutes of 
hospital practice and will have a 
superior educational value. The 
section sessions will be excep- 
tionally interesting and will 
feature addresses by several men 
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and women nationally promi-: 
nent. 


The hotels are offering attrac- 
tive rates for convention week. 
The best rooms in the best 
hotels may be secured for from 
$3 to $5 per day single, and $5 
to $10 double. The French res- 
taurants of New Orleans are 
world-famous, and dining out is 
one of the delightful experiences 
of a stay in that city.

The Linda S. Hall Gift Trust 


The $250,000 fund given to St. 
Luke’s Hospital, Kansas City by 
Mrs. Herbert F. Hall is to be 
used for the purpose of “furnish- 
ing medical treatment, care, 
food, attention, and nursing to 
such children and women as may 


be found by the directors, in the 
exercise of their discretion, to 
be unable to pay for such med- 
ical treatment, preference being 
given to children under the age 
of fifteen years who are patients 
in the hospital.” This is the 
statement of the hospital in a 
recent monthly news bulletin. 
The item continues: “It must be 
a source of satisfaction to Mrs. 
Hall to know that while she is 
living, and in the many years 
that are to come, by her gift 
the burdens of ill health are be- 
ing lifted from thousands of 
lives and women and children 
are being relieved of life-long 
handicaps.” 
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An Appreciation 


One of the most valuable 
compensations that can grace 
the experience of any hospital 
superintendent is the apprecia- 
tion of the hospital’s board of 
trustees for the services ren- 
dered their institution. A won- 
derful tribute to the worth and 
character of a hospital superin- 
tendent was paid Miss Lucia L. 
Jaquith, a former vice-president 
of the American Hospital Asso- 
ciation, by Dr. Homer Gage, 
president of the board of trus- 
tees, upon the occasion of her 
retirement from the superinten- 
dency of the Memorial Hospital 
of Worcester, Massachusetts, 
after thirty-five years of service. 

Dr. Gage says in his report to 
the trustees of the Memorial 
Hospital for the year 1929: “The 
most important thing that has 
happened during the year was 
the receipt of a letter from Miss 
Jaquith tendering her resigna- 
tion as superintendent of the 
hospital on account of ill health. 
The executive committee recom- 
mended its acceptance with ex- 
pressions of sincere regret and 
appreciation. For thirty-five of 
the forty-one years since the 
hospital was opened Miss Jaquith 
has managed its affairs with a 
devotion, self-sacrifice, and suc- 
cess that have been the admira- 
tion of everyone who has in any 
way come in contact with her. 

“In the early years she was 
not only superintendent of the 
hospital, but superintendent of 
the training school for nurses, 
housekeeper, house officer, and 
often anesthetist and surgical 
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assistant. Every patient in the 
hospital was her personal care 
and many a case on the danger- 
ous list owed its successful out- 
come to her unremitting care 
and sound judgment. Many a 
time by her constant watchful- 
ness she would catch the ap- 
proach of dangerous symptoms 
even before the attending physi- 
cian and by her prompt action 
avert a catastrophe. 

“To her more than to any 
other single individual the Me- 
morial Hospital owes its present 
enviable reputation among the 
hospitals of New England. It is 
with a sense of real personal loss 
that we feel obliged for her sake 
to accept her resignation and 
we hope the relief from the 
great responsibility that she has 
discharged so well may give her 
the rest and improvement that 
she has so richly earned.” 





The Medical and Surgical 
Clinics at Johns Hopkins 
Hospital 


Johns Hopkins has recently 
started the erection of a large 
new building which will house 
the medical and surgical clinics. 
The arrangement of this build- 
ing is unique in that one-half of 
the building verticaily will be 
used for medicine, and will be 
called the William Osler Medical 
Clinic, and the other half for 
surgery, to be known as the 
William Halsted Surgical Clinic. 
The Osler Clinic will provide 150 
beds and the Halsted Clinic 200 
beds. The cost of the building 
and equipment will approximate 
$1,750,000. It is being con- 
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structed as a memorial to the 
world famous teacher of med- 
icine, Sir William Osler, and the 
equally well known surgeon, Dr. 
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William Halsted, both of whom 
were members of the staff and 
faculty of Johns Hopkins for 
many years.

The Baker Memorial Hospital 
Is Open 


Governor Frank G. Allen dedi- 
cated the eleven-story Baker 
Memorial Hospital, Boston, 
which has been erected to serve 
those usually referred to as 
“people of moderate means.” In 
the language of the trustees: 


“For many years it has been 
a recognized fact that while 
there have been ample hospital 
facilities for the well-to-do and 
the poor, there has been little 
attention paid to that large 
group of people of moderate 
means who desire neither char- 





ity nor debt. The Baker Mem- 
orial, the first building ever es- 
tablished to meet that great 
need, has been made possible by 
the large bequest of Mary Rich 
Richardson in memory of her 
father, Richard Baker, Jr., and 
her mother, Ellen Maria Baker, 
to which have been added the 
gifts of many generous friends 
of the hospital. We feel that the 
opening of this hospital is a mat- 
ter of importance to the whole 
community, for here we propose 
to provide people of moderate 
means with the best professional 
and hospital care at cost, and 
within their financial reach.” 











Mr. Embree, president of the 
Julius Rosenwald Fund, in an 
address stated: “In a country 
where poverty is fast disappear- 
ing, the average citizen no 
longer wants charity. He wants 
good service at as low a cost as 
possible and is willing to pay for 
what he gets. The Baker Me- 
morial Hospital is a striking ex- 
ample of recognition of these 
new economic conditions and is a 
wonderful tribute to the fore- 
sight and sagacity of Dr. Fred- 
eric A. Washburn, director of 
Massachusetts General Hospi- 
tal.” 





Kansas City’s Negro Hospital 


The new hospital for Negroes 
which has recently been opened 
in Kansas City represents valu- 
able facilities for disease pre- 
vention and for the work of 
ministering to the sick of that 
race. The building provides 
nearly three hundred beds, and 
has the most modern of x-ray 
equipment, provisions for mental 
cases, and operating, out-pa- 
tient, and laboratory facilities. 
It will be an important aid to 
better administration of tuber- 
culosis work, which is a major 
problem of Negro health. The 
institution is to be completely in 
charge of Negro physicians and 
nurses, under Dr. Howard M. 
Smith, superintendent. 





Fifth Annual Convention of the 
Alabama Hospital Association 


The Alabama Hospital Asso- 
ciation met in its fifth annual 
convention in Montgomery, 
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April 16. Of the one hundred 
hospitals of the state of Alabama 
thirty-eight were represented at 
this conference, with a registra- 
tion of 115. 


Dr. French H. Craddock, pres- 
ident of the association, with 
Miss Bertha McElderry of Tal- 
ladega, Miss Lily B. Wells, secre- 
tary of the association, Eufaula, 
and Mrs. Ida S. Inscor, superin- 
tendent, Moody Hospital, Do- 
than, arranged a very valuable 
program. The feature was the 
address of the Hon. Bibb Graves, 
Governor of the state of Ala- 
bama. He expressed his great 
interest in the work which the 
hospitals of Alabama are doing 
for the citizens of the state, and 
gave a very deserving tribute 
to the administrators of the in- 
stitutions and the eminent med- 
ical men who have been asso- 
ciated with the Alabama hos- 
pitals in the past. He recalled to 
the convention the great. work 
of America’s pioneer gynecolo- 
gist, Dr. Marion Simms, who 
made his initial contribution to 
American medicine by practic- 
ing in his little hospital in Mont- 
gomery. Governor Graves 
pointed out the service of Gen- 
eral William Crawford Gorgas 
not only in the field of sanita- 
tion, but in the hospital field as 
well. The Governor particularly 
made an eloquent plea for high 
hospital and nursing standards, 
saying that the institutions that 
do not give efficient and scien- 
tific care to their patients are 
lacking in accomplishment. He 
stated that the contribution 
which the members of the med- 
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ical and nursing professions are 
making to the welfare of Ala- 
bama are worth every dollar 
which has been or will ever be 
invested in its institutions. 

The convention was also ad- 
dressed by Dr. E. W. William- 
son, of the American College of 
Surgeons, and Dr. Caldwell, of 
the American Hospital Associa- 
tion. 

At the close of the dinner Dr. 
Craddock conducted a round 
table on hospital service, which 
was participated in by the hos- 
pital group.

The fifth annual conference 
was a most successful one. The 
arrangements for next year in- 
clude a one- or two-day session 
for hospital people which will be 
held in one of the cities centrally 
located. No definite date was 
set for this meeting. The time 
and place, together with the ar- 
rangements for the program, 
were delegated to the executive 
committee of the association. 
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<econd Annual Conference of 
the Kentucky Hospital 
Association 


The Kentucky Hospital Asso- 
ciation held its second annual 
conference in Louisville, April 
14 and 15. 

The attendance represented 
forty-three of the hospitals of 
the state, with a registration of 
128. 

This association was organ- 
ized in 1929 and its work has 
been accomplished in such a 
manner as to increase the inter- 
est of the membership and se- 
cure the support of a large num- 
ber of members of hospital staffs 
and boards of trustees. 

The program was particularly 
interesting. At one of the im- 
portant sessions, which was given 
over to the hospital trustees, 
Rabbi Joseph Rausch and Mr. 
James Pearson, president of the 
board of directors, Deaconess 
Hospital, Louisville, addressed 
the convention on the subject of 
“A Hospital Trustee and His Re- 
sponsibility to the Hospital.” 
The eloquent and informative 
presentation of this particular 
subject by Rabbi Rausch was 
listened to with undivided at- 
tention and interest. Judge Lay- 
man discussed the relation of the 
hospital trustee to the commun- 
ity and was emphatic in defining 
his obligation, carefully explain- 
ing that his relation to the com- 
munity is the same as that of a 
bank trustee, or a trustee of any 
other charitable organization or 
fund. The Judge emphasized the 
principle that the hospital trus- 
tee is morally as well as legally 
responsible to the community 
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for the proper conduct of the in- 
stitution. 


Of particular interest was the 
address of Judge Joseph M. Lee 
upon “Workmen’s Compensation 
as Related to Hospitals.” 


There were papers by Miss 
Carol Martin, superintendent of 
the Community Hospital, Glas- 
gow, on “The Modern Hospital 
in a Rural Community,” and 
Dr. C. G. Parnall, president of 
the American Hospital Associa- 
tion, upon “The Cost of Hospital 
Care.” 

The annual dinner was the 
“high spot” of the convention 
and was featured by Dr. Irvin 
Abell’s address, “The Hospital.” 
Dr. Abell is chief of the staff of 
St. Joseph’s Infirmary, Louis- 
ville, and is one of the most emi- 
nent medical men in the South. 


Others appearing on the pro- 
gram of the convention’s sessions 
were: Dr. R. C. McChord, Dr. S. 
C. Frankel, Sister Theona, of St. 
Anthony’s Hospital, Louisville, 
Miss Quigley Austin, Dr. C. H. 
Harris, director of health, city 
of Louisville,Mr. Matthew Foley, 
editor of Hospital Management, 
Mr. John McNamara, editor of 
The Modern Hospital, Dr. Mal- 
colm T. MacEachern, Dr. Lillian 
South, Dr. Frank P. Strickler, 
and Dr. Bert Caldwell. 


The sessions were presided 
over by Dr. John R. Wathen, 
Louisville, first vice-president, 
Dr. R. C. McChord, Lebanon, 
and Miss Lake Johnson, Good 
Samaritan Hospital, Lexington. 
Dr. Wathen and Miss Agnes 
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O’Roke, superintendent of the 
Kosair Crippled Children’s Hos- 
pital and secretary of the asso- 
ciation, assembled one of the 
best programs of the year for 
their state convention.

Organization Meeting of the 
Tennessee Hospital 
Association 


The first meeting of the Ten- 
nessee Hospital Association was 
held in Nashville, on April 7, 
1930. The organization of this 
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state association was most en- 
thusiastically entered into by 
representatives of nearly forty 
hospitals throughout the state. 
The first session was held at 
Vanderbilt Univer'sity Hospital, 
during the afternoon. Dr. Henry 
Hedden acted as temporary 
chairman and Mr. George Sheats 
as secretary. The meeting was 
opened with the introduction of 
delegates, each one attending 
being asked to identify himself 
and state his hospital connec- 
tion. 


Dr. Bert W. Caldwell, execu- 
tive secretary of the American 
Hospital Association, was 
present and addressed the meet- 
ing on the objects and aims of 
state associations. Following 
this, a committee of five was ap- 
pointed to draft a constitution 
and by-laws for the association. 
The report of this committee 
was received later and adopted, 
after some discussion. It was 
decided that the association 
should organize as a geographi- 
cal section of the American Hos- 
pital Association. Dr. Caldwell 
extended a cordial invitation to 
all present to attend the fall 
session of the American Hospital 
Association in New Orleans in 
October, and, judging from en- 
thusiastic expressions heard, the 
hospitals of Tennessee will have 
the largest representation at 
this meeting that they have ever 
had. While the session was wait- 
ing for the report of the com- 
mittee on the constitution, Dr. 
Caldwell conducted a very inter- 
esting round table discussion on 
subjects of general interest. 
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The evening session was pre- 
ceded by a banquet at which all 
of the delegates present were the 
guests of Vanderbilt University 
Hospital. The banquet was 
splendidly prepared and beauti- 
fully served, and the thanks of 
the association are due Mr. Clar- 
ence P. Connell, superintendent 
of Vanderbilt University Hos- 
pital, for the way in which he 
entertained the association.
